The paper will be sent to the Publications Com- 
mittee of Irrigation and Drainage Division for review and comment. This 
Committee is made up of members registered in the Division and is listed on 
the first page of the Journal. All members are technically qualified and anx- 
ious to contribute their time to the review of manuscripts so that the greatest 
knowledge may be imparted to the members of the Division. Not all papers 
will be accepted for publication. Some may not offer sufficient new knowledge 
to warrant publication. If the paper is accepted for publication in the Journal, 
it is then reproduced in the Transactions.

MEETING OF PUBLICATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Publications Committee held its first meeting in three years at Salt 
Lake City on June 3, 1961. Those present included the Chairman, Dean F. 
Peterson, Calvin C. Warnick, Harry F. Blaney, Sr. and Paul H. Berg. The 
committee was in unanimous agreement that there should be more papers con- 
cerning Irrigation and Drainage submitted for review and publication. It was 
evident to the Committee that many people feel that a paper must be presented 
at a convention before it is eligible for publication. This is not true. 

The Committee was also of the opinion that it could use a little help in the 
review process, If there is anyone who would like to assist the Publications 
Committee by reviewing papers covering certain specialty fields, we would 
suggest that you write the Editor of the Newsletter. 

The Committee reports also that there seems to be a dearth of discussion 
of technical papers. We would like to urge a freer discussion of papers on Ir- 
rigation and Drainage in order to bring more knowledge to the field. It is 
urged that authors invite people in their field to discuss their papers and, also, 
it is urged that members of the Division should feel free to volunteer discus- 
sion of papers in which they have an interest. The Publications Committee is 
working hard to disseminate technical information among the members of the 
Irrigation and Drainage Division and invites the cooperation of members of the 
Division in advancing their work. 


ANNUAL CONVENTION IN NEW YORK CITY 


“Metropolis—1980” is the theme for the annual convention, which returns to 
New York City, October 16-20, for the first time in three years. Almost all of 
ASCE’s technical divisions will sponsor meetings related to the theme. The 
fifth annual Civil Engineering Show will be held in conjunction with the conven- 
tion, which again will be held at the Hotel Statler -Hilton. 

The luncheon speakers also will cover facets of the same theme. They are: 
Monday, Robert C. Weaver, Administrator of the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, who will speak on “Urban Affairs;” Tuesday, Samuel S. Baxter, Water 
Commissioner and Chief Engineer of the Philadelphia Water Department, 
whose subject is “Utilities of the Future;” Wednesday, Austin J. Tobin, Exec- 
utive Director, The Port of New York Authority, speaking on “Mass Trans- 
portation of People;” and Thursday, Rex Whitton, Federal Highway Adminis- 
trator, who will discuss “Urban Highways of the Future.” 

New officers will be installed at the annual business meeting to be held 
during the week. Dr. G. Brooks Earnest, of Cleveland, is the official nominee

for President. A feature of the convention will be an “open house” for all 
members at the new United Engineering Center. The Engineering Mechanics 
Division is devoting one of its sessions to the general subject of Research in 
Civil Engineering. This session which will be held at 2:15 p.m. on October 19, 
should be of particular interest to all Civil Engineers. 


REVOLUTIONARY CHANGE IN NATIONAL MEETINGS 


A revolutionary change is underway in the type of national meetings to be 
held by ASCE. Beginning in 1962, the convention-type program, at which all 
technical divisions have the opportunity of sponsoring technical sessions, will 
be gradually abandoned. Instead, each national meeting will be devoted to a 
single engineering subject, such as water resources engineering, transporta- 
tion engineering, structural engineering, environmental engineering, etc., and 
only those technical divisions related to the subject will participate in the pro- 
gram. This extraordinary departure from the traditional type of program is 
expected to raise the horizons of interest in the national meetings and become 
a greater service to ASCE members. ASCE thus is taking the leadership in 
providing more profitable conferences for its members in meeting the com- 
plex engineering problems of the day. 


ENGINEERING AND SCIENCE DEFINED 


A committee of the School of Engineering at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology has developed a definitive answer to the question of the differences 
between engineering and science. A statement on the subject says in part: 
“Engineering is a profession. Its members do creative work which results in 
things that people need or want. These things may be highways, submarines, 
inter-planetary vehicles, antibiotics or television. Science, on the other hand, 
is a search fpr knowledge. The science of mathematics extends abstract 
knowledge. The science of physics extends organized knowledge of the physi- 
cal world. In each of these consideration can be limited to a carefully isolated 
aspect of reality.” “The engineer must deal with reality in all its aspects. He 
must not only be competent to use the most classical and the most modern 
parts of science, but he must be able to devise and make a product which will 
be used by people. Moreover, he must assume professional responsibility in- 
sofar as the safety and well-being of people are affected by the things he 
makes.”
